Numerous telephone calls were made from 
quarters being occupied by above group to gambling figures throughout 
the U.S. AUSA Lally, LA, plans PGJ inquiry to determine purpose of 
gambling meeting. LA contemplates that if Alo and Salerno in 
particular are called before the grand jury and offered immunity they 
would undoubtedly decline to testify and could be charged with 
contempt. Question of granting of immunity with regard to subjects 
of active Bureau cases who are under indictment or whose cases are 
proceeding to indictment was discussed with Departmental Attorneys 
Edward T. Joyce and Brian Gettings. Mr. Joyce indicated he would be 
quite reluctant to grant immunity to such individuals and suggested 
that Mr. Lally should consult him if he is laying plans to grant 
immunity in this FGJ investigation to such individuals.
